ft*  *Then  J apan  attacked  the  United  States,  what  attacks 

wore  launched  from  Frenoh  Indo -China? 

A.  An  attack  was  made  from  Saigon,  I  believe,  in  Frenoh 

Indo-China  soughwest  toward  the  east  ooast  of  Thailand, 
Planes  based  in  southern  Frenoh  Indo -China  also 
cooperated  with  the  foroeo  that  were  making  the  landings* 
That  was  the  main  foroe,  I  believe,  Howevor,  there  may 
have  been  come  troop  movements  south  from  Canton  by  ship. 
At  the  same  time,  Navy  carrier-based  planes  attaoked 
Singapore.  These  matters  arc  from  my  reoolleotion. 

They  wore  really  oormand  problems.

I  have  in  my  possession,  custody,  and  control  a.t  the  Berlin  Documents 
Center,  Berlin,  Germany,  the  original  captured  Gorman  Foroign  Office 
files  and  archives. 

2.  That  so id  original  Foreign  Office  files  and  archives  vero 
captured  and  obtained  by  military  forces  under  the  command  of  the 
Supreme  Commander,  Allied  expeditionary  Forces,  and  upon  their 
seizure  end  capture  were  first  assembled  by  said  military  forces  nt 
a  Military  Document  Center  at  Marburg,  Germany,  and  wore  lator  moved 

by  authorized  personnel  of  said  Allied  forces  to  said  central  documents 
center,  above  referred  to,  and  known  as  the  Berlin  Documents  Center. 

3.  That  I  was  assigned  to  Baid  document  center  at  Marburg,  Germany, 
on  August  15,  1945;  and  said  captured  German  Foroign  Office  files  and 
archives  first  cano  into  my  possession  and  control  whilo  I  was  stationed 
at  Marburg,  Germany,  and  that  thereafter  the  same  have  continued  in  my 
possession  and  custody  and  undor  my  control. 

4.  That  the  document  to  which  this  affidavit  is  attached  is  a 
true  and  corroct  photostatic  copy  of  an  original  German  Foreign  Office 
document  which  v/as  captured  frsm  said  German  Foreign  Office  files  and 
archives,  and  which  came  into  my  possession  and  custody  and  under  my 
control  in  the  manner  above  set  forth. 

5.  That  said  original  document,  of  which  the  attached  is  a 
photostatic  copy,  is  being  held  and  retained  by  mo  in  order  that  it 
mry  be  examined  and  inspected  by  various  interested  agencies,  and  a 
photostatic  copy  of  said  original  i3  hereby  furnished  and  certified 
to  because  af  the  unavailability  of  said  original  for  the  reasons 
above  set  forth.
